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24 LIVES LOST 
IN SHIPWRECK 


Mobile, Ala., September 17.—The Isle 
of: Pines, off the southern coast of 
Cuba,.and which is now and has for a 
number. of years been a valuable por- 
tion of Mobile’s trade territory, was the 
scene Of an awful tragedy during the 
August storm, on the Caribbean’ sea, 
which caused much uneasiness 
throughout the gulf coasts of the 
United States. The Isle of Pines Ap- 
peal, whictr had before given rumors 
of the wreck in the issue of September 
9. tells the graphic story of the wreck: 

“The greatest marine disaster ever 
known in the waters of the Isle of 
Pines occurred on the night of August 
23, when the iron steamship Nicolas 
Castania, en route from Havana to 
Cienfuegos, went ashore on the south 
coast of this island between Cara- 
patachibey and Caleta del Infierno 
(Hell's Cove). 

Twenty-nine Perished. 

“Every living thing aboard the ship 
perished. Not even the ship's dog, the 
ship's cat or the ship's rats escaped 
The erew numbered twenty- 
seven officers and sailors, and there 
The ship itself 


lies in bold relief on the high rocks,

WRIGHT BREAKS 
HEIGHT RECORD 


Berlin, September 17.—Orville Wright, 
flying in his airship here today in the 
presence of the empress, Princess 
Louise, Prince Adelebrt and Prince Au- 
gust and a large party from the court, 
broke the record of high flying. He 
attained a height of 233 meters (765 
feet). The best previous record for 
height, 135 meters, was made by 
Hubert Latham. 

Mr. Wright's altitude was measured 
by a captive balloon moored at a 
height of 183 meters, and H is esti- 
mated that he rose 50 meters above the 
balloon. The empress and her sons 
congratulated Mr. Wright on his per- 
formance. 

Mr. Wright was in the air for 53 
minutes, and his flight was witnessed 
by his sister, Miss Katherine Wright. 
A strong wind blowing part of the 
time made it necessary for the aviator 
to execute the most intricate maneu- 
vers so far witnessed here. 

Mr. Wright made another flight of 
47 minutes and 5 seconds with a pas- 
senger, Captain Englehardt.

Acknowledges That the Wool- 
en Schedules of the Payne 
Bill Are Too High and Says 
He Is Sorry It Is So--That He 
Wanted Free Lumber Is An- 
other Statement of the Presi- 
dent. 


Winona, Minn., September 17.—Ig 
the most important utterance he has 
made since his occupancy-of the white 
house, President Taft tonight, in a 
state which is the hot-bed of the “in- 
surgents’” movement within’ the re- 
publican party, defended the Payne 
tariff bilbh as the best tariff bill the 
people have ever known. 

The president boldly asserted that 
the insurgents who voted against the 
bill had abandoned the republican 
party. 

“Was it the duty of the members of 
congress who believed that the bill 
did not accomplish évVérytHIng that it 
ought to accomplish to vote against 
it?” asked the president. 

Comes to Tawney'’s Defense. 

“I am here to justify those who an- 
swer this question in the negative. f 
am not here to defend those who voted 
for the Payne bill, but to support 
them.” 

To <hie-statement the crowd in the 
Opera house responded with a cheer 
which could be heard far down the 
Street. It was shouted by the ad. 
herents of Representative James A. 
Tawney, of this district, chairman of 
the house committee. on appropria- 
tions, who has been on the defensive 
ever since the adojurnment of con- 
gress, because he did not vote with 
the other member of the delegation 
from Minnesota, both in the house and 
senate, against the bill. 

Mr. Tawney met the president at 
La Crosse, Wis., this afternoon and 
accompanied him to this city, his home 
town. It had been reported for some 
time that the president intended de- 
fending Mr. Tawney for his party 
regularity, but there were none to 
predict that the president would go 
as far as he did tonight in character- 
izing the position taken by the insur- 
gent senators and representatives. 
The president had met Senator La Fol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, one of the leaders 
of the insurgents, at Milwaukee dur- 
ing the forenoon, and had greeted him 
quite cordially.

The president, by means of a table 
prepared at his. request by Mr. Payne. 
showed that.the tariff had been in- 
creased on articles whose consumption 
in the country amounts yearly to 
$651,000,000, and that of this amount 
$379,000,000 is represented by such lux- 
uries as silks, wines, liquors, perfumes 
and pomades, leaving a balange of 
$272,000,000, representing increases on 
articles not luxuries. Against this the 
president sét, with great emphasis in 
his delivery, the fact that the tariff had 
Been reduced on artitles, mostly meces- , 
gities, whose consamiption in. this coup-’. 
try amounts arinually to $5,000,000,000. 

As to the woolen schedule, Mr. Taft 
declared without equivocation that the 
rates of the Payne bill were too high. 
it was found early in the fight, how- 
éver, he asserted, that the wool and 
woolen manufacturing interests in the 
republican party were so strong that 
any attempt to change thg orngley 
fates would result in @ defeat of the 
birt.

ing a decent profit. As to the higher 
grades it was found that through court 
decisions the rates had heen reduced to 
a point below those charged on the 
lower grades. : 
Will Know More of Tariff, 

‘‘As to whether the rates on cotton 
goods are higher than they ought to 
be,”’ said the president, “it was a ques- 
tion of evidence. I will not defend the 
evidence, but we hope soon to know 
more about ‘the tariff than we did.at 
the beginning of this fight.” 

President Taft declared it would be 
uselesg and distressing to business to 
bring about further discussion of the 
tariff during the present or next ses- 
sion of congress, and added that it 
would require the three yéars of his 
administration for the new tariff com- 
missioners to collect facts which would 
justify the taking up of the tariff on 
amore scientific basis than ever be- 
fore. 

By that time, he asserted, the party 
would be ready to go before the peo- 
Ple again with a definite proposition. 

President Taft anewered, with much 
warmth, the assertion that the tariff is 
responsible for the high cost of living, 
He declared the tariff remained un- 
changed for years, while the cost of 
living, not fn” America alone, but fn 
free trade and: protection countries, 
kept climbing. The greatest enthusi- 
asm of the. .president’s address was 
aroused when he declared that if the 
people wanted free trade—if they want. 
ed a tariff for revenue only—if they 
wanted to close down manufactories 
and to have cheaper prices at the sac- 
rifice ef many business interests, they 
ought to put the democratic party in 
power. The president said he doubted 
even if that would succeed, for the 
democrats in the senate voted for the 
protection of articles manufactured or 
grown in their states and districts, 

The president goes to Minneapolis 
and St. Paul .tamorrow. ,

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President Taft, in his address at the | 
Winona opera house tonight, said: 

“My Fellow Citizens: As long, ago as 
August, 1906, in the congressional cam- 
paign in Maine, I ventured to announce 
that I was a tariff revisionist, and 
thought that the time had come for a 
readjustment of the schedules. I point- 
ed out that it had been ten years prior 
to that time that the Dingley bill had 
been passed; that great changes had 
taken place in the conditions surrouné- 
ing the productions of the farm, the 


the theory of protection, in that time 
the rates imposed in the Dingley bill, 
in many instances, might have become 
excessive: that is, might have been 
greater than the difference between the 
cost of production abroad and the cost 
of production at home, with a suffi- 
cient allowance for a reasonable rate 
of profit to the American producer. 

“T said that the party was divided on 
this issue, but. that, im my judgment, 
the opinion of the party was crystal- 
lizing, and would probably result in 
the near future in an effort to make 
such revision. I pointed out the difficulty 
that there always was in a revision of 
the tariff, due to the threatened dis- 
urbance of industries to be affected, and 
the suspension of business, in a way 
which made it unwise to have too many 
revisions. In the summer of 1907, my 
position on the: tariff was challenged, 
and I then entered into a somewhat 
fuller discussion of the matter. 

Position ef Stand-Patters. 

“It was contended by the so-called 

‘stand-patters that rates beyond the

fnot objectionable: because behing th ) 


tariff wall’ competition always reduce 
prices on things and thus saved the con- 
sumer. But I pointed out in that speech, 
what seems to me as true today as ft 
then was, that the danger of excessive 
rates was in the temptation they cre- 
ated to form monopolies in the protect- 
ed articles, and thus to take advantage 
of the excessive rates by increasing 
the prices, and therefore, in order to 
avoid such a danger, it was wise at 
regular intervals to examine the ques-

-“It will be observed that the object 
of the revision under such a statement 
was not to destroy protected indus- 
tries in this country, but it was to 
continue to protect them where lower 
rates offered a sufficient protection to 
prevent injury by foreign competition. 
That was the object of the revision, as 
advocated by me, and it was certainly 
the object of the revision as promised 
in the republican platform.

What the,Pigtform Means. — 

“T walt to make as clear-es PF can 
this proposition, because, in Orier to 
determine whether a Dill is._@ compli- 
ance with the terms of that “iatform, it 
must be understood what the platform 
means. A free trader is opposed to any 
protective rate, because he thinks that 
our ma.rufacturers, our farmers and our 
miners ought to withstand the competi- 
tion of foreign manufacturers and 
miners and farmers, or else go Out of 
business and find something’ else more: 
profitable to do, Now, certainly, the 
promises of the platform dia not coh-* 
template the downward revision of the 
tariff rates to such a point that any in- 
dustry heretofore protected should be 
injured. Hence those who contend that 
the promise of the platferm was to re- 
duce prices by letting In foreign com- 
petition are contending for @ free trade 
and not for anything they had the right 
to infer from the republican platform. 

“The, Ways and; means commptiee © 
the houwsé, .with Mr. Payne at its heda, 
spent a full year in the investigation, 
in assembling evidence in reference to 
the rates under the tariff, and devoted 
an immense amount of work to the 
study of the question, where the tariff 
rates could be reduced, and where they 
ought to be raised, with a view to 
maintaining a reasonable’ protective 
rate, under the principles of the plat- 
form, for every industry that deserved 
protection. They found that the de- 
termination of the question what was 
the actua}) ‘cost of, production -and 
whether an 4n@ustry’ in this-. country 
could live. Un@er®a certain rate and 
withstand competition from abroad 
was a question of the utmost difficulty 
in settling. The manufacturers were 
prone to exaggerate the injury which 
a reduction in the duty would give, 
and to magnify the amount of duty 
that was needed, while the importers, 
On the other hand, who were interest- 
ed in developing the importation from 
foreign shores, weré quite likely to be 
equally biased on the other side. 

Difference Not So Great. 

“Mr. Payne reported a _ bill—the 
Payne t&riff bill—which went to the 
senate and was amended in the senate 
‘y increasing ~the «duty on some 
things and decreasing it on others. 

“The difference between the house 
bill and the senate bill was very much 
less than the newspapers represented. 

“It turns out upon examination that 
the reductions in the senate were 
about equal to those in the house, 
though they differed in character.: Now 
there is nothing quite as difficult as a 
discussion of a tariff bill, for the rea- 
son that it may cover so many differ- 
ent items. The meaning of terms and 
the percentages are most difficult to 
understand. The passage of a new 
bill, especially where a change in the 
method of assessing the duties has 
been followed, presents an opportu- 
nity for various modes of deductions 
from and calculations of the per- 
centages of increases and decreases 
that is really most misleading, or 
really throws no light at all upon the 
changes made. 

“One way of stating what was done} 
is to say what the facts show—that 
under the Dingley law there were 2,024 
items. This included dutiable items 
only. The Payne ‘law leaves 1,150 of 
these items unchanged. There are de- 
creases in 654 of the items, and in- 
creases in 220 of the items. Now, of 
course, that does not give a full pic- 
ture, but it does show the proportion 
of decreases to have been three times 
those of the increases, 

“Now, attempts haye been made to 
show what the real effect of these 
changes has beén by comparing the 
imports under the various  schtedule: 
and assuming that the changes and 
their importance were in proportion to 
the importations. 

Nothing Could be Mere Unjust. 

“Nothing could be more unjust in a 
protective tariff which also contains 
revenue provisions. Some of the tariff 
is made for the purpose of increasing 
the revenue by increasing importations 
which shall pay duty. Other items in 
the tariff are made for the purpose of 
reducing competition, that is, by reduc- | 
ing importations, and, therefore, the 
question of the importance of the | 


‘ 
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degree be determined by the amount of 
imports that take place. 

“In order to determine the importance 
of the changes, it is.much fairer to 
take the articles on which the rates of 
duty havé beén’ reduced and those on 
which the rates of duty have been in- 
creasec, and then. determine from sta- 
tistics how large a pert of the ar- 
ticles upon which dutjes have been 
reduced play in the consumption of 
the country. Such a table has been 
prepared by Mr. Payne, than whom 
there is no one who understands bet- 
ter what the tariff is, and who has 
given more attention to the details of 
the schedules. 

“Now, let us take schedule A— 
‘Chemicals, oils and paints. The ar- 
ticles upon which the duty hes been 
decfeased are consuméd in this country 
| to the extent-of $433,000,000. The ar. 
ticles upon which the duty has been in- 
creased are consumed in this country 
to the extent of $11,000,000. Take sched- 
ule B—Earthen and glassware. The 
articles on which the duty has been 
decreased entered in the consumption 
of the country to the amount of $128,- 
000,000, and there has been no increase 
in duty on such articles. Take sched- 
ule C—Metals and their manufactures. 
The amount to which such articles en- 
tered into the consumption of the 
fcountry is $1,248,000,000, whereas the 
articles of the same schedule on which 
there has been an increase enter into 
the consumption of the country to the 
extent of only $11,000,000. Take sched- 
ule D—Lumber. The articles in this 
schedule upon which there has been 
a decrease enter into the consumption 
of thé country to the extent of 
$566,000,000, whereas the articles un- 
der the same schedule on which there 
phas been an imereage enter into con- 
sumption to the etxent of $81,000,000. 

No Change in Tebareco. 

“In tobacce there has been no 
change. In agricultural products 
those in which there has been a reduc- 
tion of rates enter into the consump- 
tion of the country .to the extent of 
$483,000,000; those in which there has 
been an increase enter into the con- 
sumption to the amount of $4,000,000.

““In cottoné there has been a change

Moreover, if will be found that in 
schedule A the increase covered only 
the following luxuries, perfumeries 
and like articles: schedule N, wines 
and liquors that are certain luxuries 
and that are made subject to increase 
in order to increase. the revenue 
amounting to $462,000,000, and in 
schedule L, silks, which are certainly 
luxuries, $106,000,000, making a total 
of the consumption of these articles 
upon which an increase and which are 
luxuries, of $379,000,000, leaving a bal- 
ance of increase on articles which were 
not luxuries of value in consumption 
of only $272,000,000, as against $5,000 . 
000,000, ~ representing the amount of 
articles entering into the consumption 
of the country. mostly necessities 
upon which there has been reduction 
of duties and to which the decreases 
applied. 

Substantial Downward Revision, 

“Now this statement shows as con- 
Clusively as possible the fact that 
there was substantial downward revis- 
jon on articles entering into the xen- 
eral consumption of the country, 
which can be termed necessities, for 
the proportion is $5,000,000,000, repre- 
senting the consunfption of articles to 
which decrease applied, to less than 
$300,000,000 of articles of necessity to 
which. the increases applHed. 

“Now the promise of the republican 
platform was not to revise everything 
downward, and in the speeches which 
have been taken as interpreting that 
platform which I made in the cam- 
paign, I did not prémise that every- 
thing should go downward. 

“What I promised was that there 
should be many decreases, and that in 
some few things increases would be 
found to be necessary; but that on the 
whole I conceived that the change of 
conditions would make the revision 
necessarily downward—and that, I con- 
tend, under the showing which I have 
made, has been the result of the Payne 
bill. 

“I did not agree, nor did the repub- 
lican party agree, that we would reduce 
rates to such a point as to reduce 
prices by the introduction of foreign 
competition. This is what the free 
traders desire, but this is not what 
the republican party wished to bring 
about. 


No Reduction en Cettes. 

“Now, it is stated that there was not 
a reduction in a number of the sched- 
ules where they ought to be. It is seid 
that there was no reduction in the cot- 
ton schedules, ._There was not. The 
hou8e and the senate toek evidence, 
and found from cotton. manufacturers 
and from other sources that the rates 
upon the lower class of cotton were such 
ag to enable them to make a decent 
profit, but only a-.decent profit, and 
they were contented with it; but that 
the rates on the higher grades of cet- 
ton cloth, by reason of court decisions, 
had been reduced so that they were 
considerably below those of the cheap- 
er grades of cotton cloth, and that by 
under-valuations and otherwise the 
whole cotton sthedule had been made 
unjust and the various items were 
disproportionate in respect te the vary- 
ing cloths. Hence in the senate a new 
system was introduced, attempting to 
make the duttes more specific rather 
than ad valorem in order to prevent by 
judicia! decision or otherwise a dis- 
proportionate and unequal operation of 
the schedule. | 

“Under this schedule it "| contend- 
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ed that there bed been a general rise of 
all the duties on cotton. This was vic- 
orously detiied by the experts of the 
treasury department. At last the sen- 
ate, im conference, consented to a re- 
duction amdéunting to about 10 per cent 
on sll the lower grades of cotton, and. 
this reduced the Tower grades sub- 
stantially to the same rates as before; 
and increased the higher’ grades to 
what they ought to be under the Ding- 
ley law and what they were intended 
to be. 

Were Cetten Duties Too High? 
“Now, I am not going into the ques- 
tion of evidence as to whether the cot- 
ton duties were too high, and whether 
the difference between the cost of pro- 
duction abroad and at home, allowing 
for a reasonable profit to the manufac- 
turer here, ig less. than the duties 
which are imposed under the Payne 
dill. It wags a question of evidence 
which ‘congress passed upon, after they 
heard the statements of cotton manu- 
facturers and such other evidence as 
they could a¥ail themselyes of. I agree 
that the method of taking evidence ‘and 
the determination was made in a gen- 
eral way. There ought to be. other 
methods of-obtaining the evidence and 
reaching a conclusfon before that evi, 
dence ig satisfactory. 

“Crit At has also béen made of the 
crockery schedules, and the failure to 
reduce that.

Tariff on Hides Teken Off. 


“The ‘tariff on hides was-taken off 
because it was thought that it was not 
necessary to the man who raised cat- 
. tle and that the profits of the cattle 
business were sufficiént without im- 
posing a duty on it and that the duty 
imposed was likely to throw the con- 
trol of the sale of hides into the hands 
of the meat packers in Chicago. In 
order to balance the reduction on 
hides, however, there was a great re- 
duction in shoes, from 25 to 10 per 
cent; on sole leather from 20 to 5 per 
cent; on harness from 40 to 15 per 
cent. So there was a reduction in the 
duty on coal of 331-3. All courtter- 
valling duties were removed from oil, 
naphtha, gasoline and its refined 
products. Lumber was reduced from 
$2 to $1.25, and these all on articles @f 
prime nécessity. 

“It is said that there might have 
been more. But there were many busi- 
ness interests in the gouth, in Maine, 


along the border, especially in the far 
northwest, which insisted that it would 
give great advantage to Canadian lum- 
ber if the reduction were made more 
than 75 cents. Mr. Pinchot, the chief 
forester, thought that it would tend 
to make better lumber in this country 
if a duty were retained on lumber. 
The lumber interests thought that $2 
Was none too much, but the reduction 
was made and the compromise ef- 
fected. | 

Favored Free Lumber. 


“Personally I was in favor of free 
lumber, because I did not think that if 
the tariff was taken off there would 
be such suffering among the lumber 
interests. 

-“With respect to the wool schedule 
I agree that it is too high, and that it 
ought to have been reduced, and that 
it probably represents considerably 
more than the difference between the 
cost of production abroadand the cost 
of production here. The difficulty 
about the woolen schedule is that 
there were two contending factions 
early in the history of the republican 
tariffs, to-wit: Wool growers and the 
woolen manufacturers, and that finally 
many years ago they settled on a basis 
of which wool in the grease should 
have 11 cents a pound, and by which 
allowance should be made in the 
shrinkage in the differential upon wool 
tnanufaeturers. The percentage of duty 
was very heavy—quite beyond the dif- 
ference in the cost of production which 
was not then regarded as a necessary 
or proper limitation on protective du- 
ties. 

“When it came to the question of 
reducing the duty at this hearing in 
the tariff bill on wool, Mr. Payne, in 
the house, and Mr. Aldrich, in the ‘sen- 
ate, found that in the republican party 
the interests of the wool growers of 
the far west and the interests of the 
woolen manufacturers in the east and 
other @tates, reflected through their 
representatives in congress, was suffi- 
ciently strong to defeat any attempt 
to change the woolen tariff, and that 
had it been attempted it would have 
beaten the bill reported from either 
committee. I could wish this had been 
otherwise. It is the one important de- 
fect in the performance of the promise 
of the platform to reduce rates to a 
difference in the cost of production 
with reasonable profit to the manufac- 
turer. That it will fncrease the price 
of woolen cloths or clothes I very 


‘the cost of foed products. In

It is only that the demand has in- 
creased beyond the supply; that farm 
lands have not heen opened as rapidiy 
as the population and the demand has 
increased. 
Net Due toe the Tariff. 

“I am not saying that .the tariff 
doesnot increase prices {n clothing 
and in building and in other items 
that enter into the necessities of life, 
but what I wish to emphasize is that 
the recent increases in the cost of 
living in this country have not been 
due to the tariff. 

“Now, the revision downward of the 
tariff that I have favored will not, I 
hope, destroy the industries of the 
aa Certainly it is not intended 

“If the country desires free trade 
and the country desires a revenue 
tariff and wishes the manufactories 
all over the country to go out of 
business and to have cheaper prices at 
the. @¢xpense of the 


0 say so, and ought’to put the demo- 
cratic party in power, if it thinks that 
party can be trusted to carry out any 
affirmative policy in favor of a previ- 
ous tariff. Certainly in the discus- 
sions in the senate there was no great 
manifestation on the part of our demo- 
eratic friends in favor of reducing 
rates on necessities.

The Best Tariff Bill, 

“When I could say without hesita- 
tion that it is the best tariff bill that 
the republican party has ever passed 
and therefore the best tariff bill that 
has been passed at all, I do not feel 
that I could have reconciled any other 
course to my conscience than that of 
signing the bill, and I think Mr. Taw- 
ney feels the-same way. Of course, -if 
I had vetoed the bill I would have re- 
ceived the applause of many republic- 
ans who may be called low tariff re- 
publicans and who think deeply on 
that subject and of all the democracy.

much doubt. 
Net Due te the Tariff. 


“There has been increase by the nat- 
ural increase in the price of the wool 
the world over as an agricultural 
product, but this was not due to the 
tariff because the tariff was not changed.

Certainly this is most 
important to our exporters of agricul- 
tural: products. and manufactures. 

“Second, we have imposed an excise 
tax upon corporations measured by 
per cent on the net income of all cor- 
porations except fraternal and charita- 
ble corporations, after exempting $5,- 
000. This, it is thought, will raise an 
income of $26,000,000 to $30,000,000; 
will supply the deficit which otherwise 
might arise without, and will bring 
under federal supervision more or less 
all the corporations of the country. 
The inquisitorial provisions of the act 
are mild but effective. 

“Then we have finally done justice 
to the Philippines. We have intro- 
duced free trade between the Philip- 
pines and the United States, 
and . we have limited the amount 
of sugar and fhe amount of tobacco 
and cigars that can be introduced from 
the Philippines to such a figure as 
shall greatly profit the Philippines, and 
yet in no way d@isturb the products of 
the United States or interfere with, 
those engaged in the tobacco or sugar 
interests here. Now there is another 
provision in the new tariff bill that I 
regard as of the utmost importance. 
It is a provision which appropriates 
$75,000 for the president to employ 
ersons to assist him in the execution 
of the maximum and minimum tariff 
clause and in the administration of 
the tariff law. Under the authority, I 
conceive that the president has the 
right to appoint a board, as I have ap- 
pointed it, who shall associate with 
themselves, and have under their con- 
trol a number of experts who shall 
address themselves first to the opera- 
tion of foreign tariffs on the exports 
of the United States and then upon 
the operation of the United States 
tariff upon imports and exports, 


Will Direct the Board. 

“T intend to direct the board in the 
course of these duties and in carrying 
them out, in order to assist me in the 
administration of the law. to make 
what might be called a glossary of the 
tariff or a small encyclopedia of the 
tariff. 

“I do not intend, unless compelled 
or directed by congress, to submit the 
results of these investigations, but to 
treat them merely as incidental facts 
brought out officially from time to 
time, and as they may be ascertained 
and put en record in the department, 
there to be used when they all have 
been accumulated and are sufficiently 
complete to justify executive recom- 
mendation base on. them. Now, I 
think it is utterly useless, as I think 
it would be greatly distressing to busi- 
ness, to talk of another revision of 
the tariff during the present session. 
I should think it would certainly take 
the rest of this administration to ac- 
cumulate the data upon which a new 
and proper revision of the tariff might’ 
be had. By that time the whole repub- 
lican party can express itself against 
in respect to the matter, and bring 
to bear upon their representatives in 
congress that sort of public opinion 
which should result In solid party ac- 
tion. I am giad to see that a number 
of those who thought it their duty to 
vote against the bill insist that they 
are still republicans, and intend to 
carry on thelr battie in favor of lower 
duties and a lower revision within 
the lines of the party.

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TARCTIC WORK 
LESS DIFFICULT 


Peary Talksef Polar Ex-: 
plorations. 


“In Arctic,” He Says, “Work 
Must Be Done in One Season, 
While in Antarctic the Pole 
Will Be Reached by Several 
Seasons of Work.” 


Labrador, September 
17.—(Via Marconi Wireless, to Cape 
Ray, N. F.)—After a week of rest for 
the crew of the Arctic steamer Roose- 
on board of which Commander 
Robert E. Peary is making his way 
south, there was today bustle and ac- 
tivity.on all sides as the men put the 
finishing touches to the vessel pre- 
paratory to the start for Sydney. 

Commander Peary had an active day. 
At 9 o’clock this morning he received 
Captain Dickson, of the Canadian gov- 
ernment steamer Tyrian, and half an 
hour later he welcomed the newspaper 
correspondents who came up to Battle 
Harbor on the Tyrian. One of the 
first things he did was to go to the 
quarter-deck of the Roosevelt and face 
a battery of cameras. When the pic- 
tures had been taken Commander 
Peary and the correspondents all went 
ashore to the loft of a fish house on 
the wharf, where the explorer became 
the target for a broadside of ques- 
tions. Peary sat with his back to the 
single window in the gable end of 
the attic and the newspaper men were 
grouped in front of him. 

Soundings of the Sea. 

In explaining to the newspaper men 
what he considered the scientific value 
of polar explorations, Commander 
Peary said he had taken soundings of 
the sea from Cape Sheridan to the 
Pole, which supplemented the similar 
data taken on the other side by Nan- 
gen and Cagni. 

Continuing, he argued that North 
Polar exploration is much. more dif- 
ficult than the same work in the Ant- 
arctic. In the Arctic the work must al! 
be done in one season, while the South 
Pole eventually will be reached by 
several seasons of work, it being pos- 
sible for exploring parties to push 
forward and hold the ground covered, 
instead of turning back to winter 
quarters, or the limits of civilization. 

Commander Peary described the 
celebration of Christmas day, the 
Fourth of July, Thanksgiving day and 
St. Patrick's day in the Far North. 
On Christmas, they had a dinner and 
a distribution of presents that had 
been brought with this celebration in 
mind. The gifts included a box of pres- 
ents from Sir William McGregor, then 
the governor of New Foundland, and 
boxes of candy from Mrs. Peary. 
There were also running races for 
the members of the party and Eskimo 
men and women, for which prfzes 
were given. The distance was 75 
yards.

Chicago, September 17—For the first 
time seventy-four years. Halley’s 
comet has been observed with the 
naked eye. The observation was made 
by Professor S. W. Burnham, of the 
Yerkes observatory at Lake Geneva on 
Wednesday and Thursday nights. Two 
photographic negatives were secured. 

The announcement of Professor { 
Burnham's exploint was made by Pro--‘ 
fessor Edwin B. Frost today. : 

“Professor Burnham was the first-in 
America to see the comet with the 
naked eye, aided by a telescope,” said 
Professor Frost today. “We said noth- 
ing about seeing the visitor Wednes- | 
day, even though our photographic , 
plates showed it, because it was prob- | 
ably obscured by a small star and we 
could not be certain: 

“Thursday morning about 3 o'clock 
Professor Burnham again saw the 
comet and again the camera, manipu- 
lated by Oliver J. Lee, picked up the 
comet. This time there could be no 
mistake. 

“The plates, which were taken with 

2-foot reflector, showed the comet as 
a faint, fuzzy patch slightly elongated, 
in the southeast. It is about 4 de- 
grees distant from the star Gemin 
rum, in the predicted position, so that 
there can be no mistake as to the cor- 
rectness of our discoveries.

Mr. Gilreath, who heads the Ssyndi- 
cate which bears his name, is one of 
the best known young newspaper men 
in the south. While handling’ the 
State news service of The Journal for 
a period of nearly a dozen years he 
found time to buéld up a news service 
of his own to out-of-town papers. 
With these papers, embracing both 
morning and afternoon dailies. he 
formed his syndicate, which begins 
business with ev@ry assurance of suc- 
cess. Mr. Gilreath will have a number 
of assistants. He is backed by large 
capital. 


Louisville, Ky.. September 17,—The 
Right Rev. William George McClos- 
key, bishop of the Catholic diocese of 
Kentucky, and the oldest Catholic bish- 
op in the United States, both in age 
and in point of continuous service, died 
today of the ailments incident to old 
age.

For some 
time .the bishop has been in feeble 
health and performed his duties with 
some difficulty. 

Bishop McCloskey was ordained a 
priest at New York in 1852 and became 
assistant pastor of the Church of the 
| Nativity in that city. 3 

When the American tollege in Rome 
was founded by Pope Pius IX, Dr. Mc- 
Closkey was selected for the position 
of president. He filled the place with 
ability for more than twenty-three 
vears. When a vacancy was éaused in 
Kentucky by the death of Bishop L@- 
vialle, Dr. McCloskey was no inated 
for’ the place, and was con ‘crated 
bishop of Louisville, May 24, 1868.

ENFORCING RULES OF THE ROAD. 


Most commendably has the police department taken: hold of the traffic 
situation upon Atlanta’s stréets with a determination to hold vehicles of 
every class to strict observance of the traffic rules which were made for 
their own benefit, as well as that of. others. ‘ 

It is eminently proper that automobilists should be held rigidly within 
the speed laws and required to conform to other regulations framed with a 
‘view to the prevention of accident. : | 

But the very purpose of such requirement is largely defeated unless it 
is also enforced against other classes of vehicles as well. 

All vehicles are required to drive to the right of the street and slow- 
moving vehicles to keep close to the curb in order to give those moving more 
rapidly an opportunity to pass to the left of them without going to the left- 
hand side of the street. | . : | .

Instead of observing this ‘rule, drays po wagons are frequently seen in 
the middle of the street, a situation in which, in meeting cars and automo- 
biles at the same time, they are liable to become the cause of accident. 

The automobilists should be thheld to strict accountability for eompliance 
with road rules, but for their own protection and that of others, they have 
a right to demand that the same requirement be made of the slower vehi- 
cles—that wagons and other. vehicles shall keep their places and not become 
dangerous factors in a possible mix-up through getting out of it. 

The police department, as well as others, realize the justice of this-de- 
mand and will place itself in accord with it. 

Henceforth all vehicles must conform to the road laws. 

If they do not, whether it be automobile, motorcycle, dray or delivery 
wagon, the driver may expect to be haled into recorder’s court and dealt with 
accordingly: .: {73 it :

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, AN HERETICAL. TARIFF BOARD. 


The members of the new tariff boatd named by President Tatt, in ac- 
cordance with the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, will soon meet and organize. 

It is evident that the board was named without consultation with the 
“stand-pat” element in congress. It will undoubtedly be denounced as 
heretical and ou: of line with the new interpretation of the republican tariff 
plank. ‘ 

Upon these gentlemen will devolve the duty of collecting information 
to aid the president in applying the provisions of the maximum and mini- 
mum schedules. : 

They have also been given the difficult task of collecting accurate sta- 
tistics on the cost of production at home and abroad, including labor and 
material, in order to insure what are ‘‘reasonable profits’’ to American men- 
ufacturers. At least that seems to be the president’s ultimate intention. 

At present the board is to discover wherever discriminations are prac- 

ticed against American exports, so that the maximum rates under fhe law 
may be invoked against such: country, The minimum rates in the new law 
are to be extended such countries as favor our goods. : 
‘ But it turns out that Professor Henry C. Emery, of Yale, is inured in 
the belief, of tariff reform leading to free trade. The second member of the 
board, James B. Reynolds, assistant secretary of the treasury, is not so much 
feared by the high tariff advocates. 

Representing the west is Alvin H. Sanders, of Chicago, proprietor of The 
Breeders’ Gazette. _He holds to the tariff tenets so strongly. announced by 
the late President McKinley, that ‘‘reciprocity is the Ife of trade.’’ 

The appointment of this board is another evidence of the president’s 
wish to favor the ultimate consumer. The board is lixely to prove a cockle- 
burr in the hair of the protected industries.

New York, Séptember 17.—Mrs. Ed- 
ward H. Harriman, who, by the terms 
of her husband’s will becomes prob- 
ably the world’s richest woman, is 
expected to ask for an official ap- 
praisal of the financier’s estate within 
two weeks. Until this appraisal is 
made, nothing definite will be known 
as to the amount of wealth accumu- 
lated by Harriman, but in Wall street, 
it is the common opinion that it will 
be close to $100,000,000, 

Until the death of Mr. Harriman, 
Mrs, Frederick C. Penfield, formerly 
Miss Anne Weightman, of Philadel- 
phia, who inherited all of Mr. Weight- 
man’s $80,000,000, was commonly rated 
as the richest woman in the world. 

In leaving his entire estate to his 
wife, Mr. Harriman followed the ex- 
ample of his father, the Rev. Or- 
lando Harriman, whose will, dated in 
1879, reads: | 

“With this ring I thee wed and with 
all my worldly goods I thee endow. In 
the name of the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

“In accordance with this solemn dec- 
laration made at the time of our mar- 
riage, I hereby declare my wife sole 
heir and possessor (in case of my 
death) of all my property, personal 
and real and appoint her to be the 
sole executrix of this, my last will and 
testament.’ ’”

Editor Constitution: In reply to 
Archie Burch’s inquiry in today's issue 
of your paper, “Do crows prey on 
young turkeys?” permit one who was 
born and reared upon a south Georgia 
farm, but for the past forty years has 
lived upon a north Georgia farm, to 
submit his experience, which was cor- 
roBorated by that of several others, to 
whom the query was submitted this 
afternoon. I bave had little to do with 
turkeys, but have raised many chick- 
ens, and know, from repeated observa- 
tions, that crows do catch and carry 
off young chicks. Have killed them in 
the very act. 

Their method of capturing prey is 
quite different from that of hawks or 
owls, which seize and carry off‘in their 
talons. Crows, having no talons. can 
seize Only with their beak. Nor does 
the crow suddenly and stealthily swoop 
down upon its prey, as does the hawk. 
but alights among or near a brood of 
young chicks and persistently pursues 
one, on foot, until captured, and bears 
it off in its beak, presumably to its 
nest, since these predatory excursions 
are most frequent when crows are 
raising their young.

These fig- 
ures are given in the statement of the 
bureau of statistics, summarizing the 
commerce of the United States in 1909. 
The gain in the gulf and Mexican bor- 
der ports, according to the statement, 
has been a marked characteristic of 
the outward commercial flow during 
the past decade.

fn October. No successor has yet been 
chosen, so far as known. 

The announcement of the resignation 
was authorized by Mr. Treat. 

Mr. Treat said that his resignation 
would take effect “some time in Oc- 
tober.” This means that he will await 
the appointment by the president of a 
successor, who it is expected will be 
announced shortly. Large and growin 
business interests and the death of 
some of his associates who have direct- 
ed his private business affairs, Mr. 
Treat said, have made it imperative 
that he should give these matters his 
immediate and exclusive attention. He 
was asked if he contemplated connec- 
tion with one of the large banking in- 
stitutions. and he replied that he could 
not discuss that at this time. 

Mr. Treat has been in close touch 
with some of the leading banking in- 
terests in New York, and is an intimate 
friend of Senator Aldrich. 

The retirement of Mr. Treat had been 
expected for some months. He has 
been treasurer since July 1, 1905, suc- 
ceeding Ellis H. Roberts. President 
Taft some weeks ago decided upon the 
appointment of a successor to Mr. Treat 
and meantime numerous national bank- 
ing organizations and business men, 
Senator Root and others of the New 
York delegation in congress, and other 
financial and political interests have 
urged Mr. Treat’s retention. Mr. Treat, 
however, determined to permit no fur- 
ther efforts in his behalf. 

Mr. Treat is a New Yorker and was 
collector of internal revenue at New 
York when named as United States 
treasurer. 

The president has not yet made pub- 
lic his choice of a successor to Mr. 
Treat, although he is understood to 
have discussed his selection with Sena- 
tor Root.

“The Traveling Salesman” delivered 
the goods. I'll be fair with you, Little 
One; when it comes to a laugh factory 
the offering at the Grand last night 
was all to the Pazaz.

Nor was the character work neglect- 
ed in this cast.

Diana 
Huneker, as Mrs. Babbitt, portrayed the 
role of a gabby village “mother”. with 
all the truth possible, and the laughs 
she elicited were numerous. Bill Crabb, 
as presented by Lawrence Sheehan, was 
splendid. As the baggagemaster, he was 
realistic enough to suit the most ex- 
acting. Nor would the character re- 
view be complete without special men- 
tion of Theodore Kohrwald, as Julius,

Bollers Exploded. 

“A government commisison consist- 
ing of Lieutenant Liamos and En- 
gineers Manuel Lusilla and Francisco 
Rernandez, after an examination, re- 
ported to Captain Villegas that the 
immediate cause of the wreck was the 
simultaneous explosion of the steam- 
er’s battery of boilers combined with 
a violent concussion of the steamer on 
the rocks, whither she had been thrown 
by the gale and tidal wave, which 
added to the force of the shock, making 
the absoluteness of the wreck possible, 
with the accompanying awful mortal- 
ity. The safety valves, which were 
found separated by great distances, 
were all exploded, and other parts of 
the vessel were blown to atoms, the 
largest piece of iron left intact meas- 
uring 16% feet.

As a result, 
the price of meat is away up. While 
the farmers are producing more beef 


every year, they are not producing 
enough to meet tbe increase in popu- 
lation. I do not look for the prices 
to decrease materially soon.”

“There is too much truth in those 
reports,’ he responded. “The farmer 
is out of debt: he has paid for his 
farm, his fences and his machinery.
